Recommendation  Forms  can  only  be  used  during  the  year  for 
which  they  are  issued.  One  Ticket  entitles  a  patient  to  attend 
the  Hospital  for  three  months  ;  at  the  end  of  which  time  a  fresh 
one  is  required. 

There  are  no  special  in-patient  recommendation  forms  ;  such 
patients  are  admitted  at  the  discretion  of  the  Surgeons. 

No  food  or  intoxicating  beverages  are  allowed  to  be  introduced 
into  the  Hospital  without  the  knowledge  of  the  Matron. 

Friends  of  in-patients  are  allowed  to  visit  them  on  Wednesdays 
and  Sundays  from  2  till  4,  but  on  no  other  day  without  special  leave. 

Out-patients  not  bringing  their  own  bottles  are  charged  3d. 
each  for  large,  and  2d.  for  small  bottles.  By  special  arrangement 
with  the  Official  Opticians,  patients  can  purchase  the  spectacles 
ordered  for  them  at  greatly  reduced  prices. 

At  the  first  visit  to  the  Hospital  with  a  recommendation  form, 
patients  are  given  a  card  with  a  reference  number  on  it ;  this 
should  always  be  quoted  when  enquiries  are  made  concerning 
patients.

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Annual  Report 


The  Committee  of  Management  have  pleasure  in  submitting 
the  127th  Annual  Report  oTthe  Hospital,  together  with  the  Surgeons' 
Report  and  the  audited  Statement  of  Accounts  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1944. 

It  is  with  profound  regret  that  we  have  to  record  the  death  of 
General  A.  H.  O.  LLoyd,  C.B.,  C.M.G.,  M.V.O.,  which  occurred 
in  October,  1944.  General  LLoyd  had  been  a  member  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Management  for  twenty  years,  and  was  President  in 
1926,  when  the  Hospital  was  honoured  by  a  visit  from  H.R.H.  the 
Princess  Royal.  His  work  for  Hospitals  in  general  throughout  the 
county,  and  for  our  organisation  in  particular,  will  long  be  remem¬ 
bered,  and  will  constitute  a  permanent  monument  to  his  memory. 

Another  year  of  war  has  passed,  and  once  more  the  resources 
of  the  Hospital  have  been  strained  almost  to  breaking  point.  The 
average  daily  number  of  occupied  beds  was  just  under  78,  and  our 
maximum  capacity  is  supposed  to  be  56  !  The  numbers  attending 
in  the  Out-patient  Department  are  equally  swollen.  The  provision 
of  extra  nursing  staff  to  cope  with  these  large  numbers  has  necessi¬ 
tated  the  boarding-out  of  many  of  our  nurses — an  unsatisfactory 
arrangement  from  every  point  of  view,  but  unavoidable  in  the 
circumstances.  While  it  has  been  found  possible,  to  some  extent, 
to  augment  the  Nursing  Staff,  we  have  not  been  allowed  to  increase 
the  number  of  Doctors,  so  that  the  strain  thrown  on  our  Medical 
Officers  has  been  very  severe. 

In  our  last  report  reference  was  made  to  the  White  Paper 
issued  by  the  Government  entitled  “  A  National  Health  Service.” 
While,  at  the  close  of  the  year  1944,  progress  had  been  made  with 
the  proposals,  much  more  remains  to  be  done  before  it  can  be  said 
that  a  satisfactory  arrangement  between  the  various  interested 
parties  is  in  sight.  Llowever,  whatever  the  final  form  of  the  plan, 
it  is  essential  that  it  must  be  such  as  will  not  only  leave  room  for, 
but  will  stimulate  the  impulse  of  the  public  to  continue  voluntary 
support. 

This  voluntary  support,  we  are  happy  to  state,  has  been 
generously  forthcoming  during  the  year  under  review,  and  it  is 
fortunate  for  us  that  this  is  so,  because  our  expenditure  amounted 
to  the  new  high  record  of  £13,537  11s.  7d.,  which  is  an  increase  of 
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some  £2,703  over  that  for  1943.  There  are  three  main  reasons  for 
this  increase,  namely  (a)  the  additional  number  of  patients  to  feed 
and  generally  provide  for,  (b)  the  increase  in  salaries  under  the 
terms  of  the  Rushcliffe  Report,  and  (c)  the  general  rise  in  the  cost 
of  all  commodities  such  as  coal,  drugs,  dressings,  instruments, 
etc.  A  further  factor  is  to  be  found  in  the  expenditure  on  the 
provision  of  ventilating  fans  in  the  Princess  Mary  Ward,  and  the 
painting  and  decorating  of  a  number  of  wards — all  of  which  could 
no  longer  be  postponed.

The  outstanding  feature  in  the  above  table  is  the  amount  received 
from  the  Shropshire  Voluntary  Hospitals’  Contributory  Association, 
£6,720,  representing  49.16%  of  our  total  income.  Without  this 
handsome  contribution  it  is  obvious  that  we  should  have  been 
unable  to  balance  our  budget.  As  it  is  we  are  in  the  happy  position 
of  being  able  to  turn  the  year  with  a  small  surplus  of  Income  over 
Expenditure. 

We  cannot  leave  this  matter  of  the  support  of  the  Shropshire 
Hospitals’  Contributory  Association  without  paying  a  tribute  to 
those  who  founded,  and  now  administer  it.  During  the  year  this 
Association  collected  £41,166.  The  cost  of  Collection,  Administra¬ 
tion,  Travelling  to  all  parts  of  the  county,  and  distributing  among 
the  constituent  Hospitals  amounted  to  £1,584,  or  3.85%  of  the  total 
collections.  This  is,  indeed,  a  record  which  reflects  the  greatest 
credit  on  those  who  are  responsible  for  the  Scheme,  and  we,  of  this 
Hospital,  tender  our  gratitude  to  them  for  such  an  excellent  result. 

The  efforts  of  the  Shropshire  Joint  Hospitals  Appeal  for  raising 
£100,000  towards  Capital  Improvements  are  going  well.  Since 
closing  our  books  on  the  31st  December,  a  preliminary  distribution 
has  been  made  to  those  Hospitals  taking  part  in  the  Appeal,  and 
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we  are  happy  to  record,  at  this  stage,  that  excellent  progress  has 
been  made  towards  the  ambitious  target  which  the  Appeal  Com¬ 
mittee  have  set  themselves.

OPHTHALMIC  BENEFIT 

Most  Approved  Societies  have  adopted  what  is  known  as 
Ophthalmic  (Additional)  Benefit,  under  which  there  are  available 
private  consultations  with  specially  qualified  medical  men,  and 
which  entitles  their  members  to  examination  of  the  eyes  and,  if 
necessary,  to  a  prescription  for  spectacles. 

In  cases  where  a  member  of  the  Scheme  belongs  to  a  Society 
which  provides  Ophthalmic  Benefit,  he  should  consult  his  panel 
doctor,  who,  i'f  he  thinks  that  the  patient  needs  ophthalmic 

examination  or  treatment,  will  inform  the  patient  how  to  proceed.

If  the  Approved  Society  to  which  the  member  belongs  does  not 
provide  Ophthalmic  Benefit,  then  he  is  eligible  for  treatment,  either 
as  a  contributor  or  by  recommendation.
